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Random Reflections of a Chorister 


The cover design has taken its inspiration from the antiquity of 
the origin of some phases of the Christmas carol as presented in this 
program. Each pair of staves in the design is copied from a photograph 
of a separate English manuscript dating from about 1450, and now 
in the Bodleian collection of early manuscripts. “The familiar word 
“nowel,’’ recurrent in tonight’s singing, is easily recognizable in the 
first excerpt. The complete phrase is: ““Nowel syng we bothe al © 
som. In the second excerpt, the words run: “‘Of a ro-se syng we.” 
“Mirablilis, mirabile,’’ is the next phrase in the original manuscript. 

The combination of Latin words to rhyme with English is an 
example of a familiar old device, the ‘‘macaronic’’ text—mingling 
Latin with English, French, or German words, for instance. The 
metaphor of a rose, applied to the Virgin, is also recurrent in carols. 
“There is no rose of such virtue As is the rose that bare Jesu’ is a 
beautiful English example. In the Michael Praetorius number of 
tonight we have the same figure. 

The ancient carols are found in manuscripts in one, two, three, 
and four voices. The older ones, apparently sung in unison, are 
noted down on a four-line staff. 

The old music manuscripts not infrequently were decorated with 
colorful miniatures. Such embellishments not being readily available 
in a carol manuscript, the musicians pictured on the cover of this 
program were borrowed from the Spanish code, “‘Cantigas de Santa 
Maria,’ dating from 1270, and now in the Library of the Escurial. 

The motet was one of the earliest forms attracting the polyphonic 
ingenuity of composers. It superseded the ‘‘conductus,’’ and preceded 
the madrigal. 

The text of Sweelinck’s motet in five voices, “Born Today,’ is 
translated from the Latin poem, ‘‘Hodie Christus Natus Est.’’ This 
was a favorite text with early composers. Notable examples are by 
the Italian masters of the motet, Giovanni Nanina (d. 1607), and his 
senior, Luca Marenzio. Such skill grew slowly. Early dabblings in 
polyphony are unimpressive as viewed in notation. But close study 
has shown that, within the narrow bounds of musical theory govern- 
ing them, they are capable of sounding better than they look. This 
is due notably to the artistic application of two principles: use of the 
pause, and balance and variety of the phrase. Of course, also, they 
reveal interesting merits when listened to for movement of the voices, 
without harmonic prejudice on the part of the listener. 

Sweelinck’s bell-like figure in the bass for his setting of ‘‘Born 
ieecay.. 1s an, idea. found: also’ in. an English carol.: Fhe “‘nowell’’ 
used by Sweelinck in this figure was foreshadowed by the ‘‘noe’’ 
effectively used by Marenzio. 

The version of Praetorius’ ‘‘Lo, How, a Rose,’”’ employed tonight, 
was edited by Dr. Stone. 

The chorus, ““The Holy Star,” sung on this occasion for the 
first time in this city; was composed by Mabel Daniels of Boston, at 
the MacDowell Colony in Peterboro, N..H. The poem also was 
written in the latter place at an earlier date, by Nancy Byrd Turner.
